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I  In  1911,  Mr.  James  D.  Hines4,  Jr.,  of  Bowling  Green,  Ky.,  just  a 
few  months  prior  to  his  death,  undertook  to  gather  the  family 
records  of  the  descendants  of  Henry  Hines1,  Sr.  (1732-1810), 
who  lived  in  Campbell  and  Charlotte  Counties,  Va. 

The  information  herein  secured  by  Mr.  Hines  contains  the  names 
of  13  children,  80  grandchildren  and  over  200  great-grandchildren  of 
Henry  Hines1,  Sr. 

If  the  members  of  the  Hines  family  will  assist  me  in  completing 
this  record,  by  supplying  dates,  names,  places,  etc.,  now  missing,  it 
will  be  a  pleasure  to  complete  Mr.  Hines’  work  and  put  it  in  book  form. 
There  are  probably  more  than  2,000  descendants  of  Henry  Hines1,  Sr., 
to  be  recorded,  if  the  5th  and  6th  generations  be  included. 

My  interest  in  the  matter  is  due  to  the  fact  that  I  married  a 
daughter  of  Albana  (“Binnie”)  Carson  Carter4,  who  was  a  daughter  of 
Caroline  Eleanor  Hines3,  and  also  to  my  great  admiration  of  many 
members  of  the  family,  particularly  the  late  Edward  W.  Hines,  of 
Louisville,  Ky. 

Your  co-operation  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Please  send  me,  promptly,  your  immediate  family  record,  using 

the  same  form  as  Mr.  Hines  did.  You  will  note  many  vacant - 

spaces.  If  you  can,  please  supply  these.  Kindly  give  the  names  and 
addresses  of  other  members  of  the  Hines  family. 

Additions  and  corrections  will  be  welcomed.

A-l.  HENRY  HINES,  Sr. 


Henry  Hines',  Sr.,  the  father  of  the  Hines  family  which  settled  in 
Warren  and  Butler  Cos.,  Ky.,  from  1803  to  1820,  was  born  and  reared 
in  Campbell  Co.,  Va.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  as  was 
his  brother  James  Hines,  who  was  killed  during  the  war.  There  were 
several  generations,  reared  in  Campbell  County.  Henry  Hines',  Sr.,  first 
married  Dorcas  Kelly,  also  of  Campbell  Co.,  Va.  By  this  marriage 
there  were  6  sons  and  3  daughters.  After  her  death,  he  married  Eliza¬ 
beth  Harvey  and  moved  to  Charlotte  Co.,  Va.,  and  had  2  sons  and  2 
daughters.  All  the  children  by  his  first  marriage  settled  in  the  Western 
part  of  Warren  County,  except  Tobitha  Hines,  who  married  Thomas 
Parsons  and  settled  in  the  Northern  part  of  Kentucky,  and  Elizabeth 
H  ines  who  married  Jack  Puckett  and  settled  in  Butler  County.  The 
four  children  by  the  second  marriage  all  settled  in  Butler  Co.,  Ky. 
All  of  the  sons  were  above  the  average  height,  most  of  them  over  6 
feet,  and  all  had  (as  did  the  daughters),  a  good  English  education. 
The  descendants  of  these  13  children  are  scattered  over  many  States 
of  the  Union  and  number  many  hundreds. 

Henry  Hines',  Sr.,  was  a  prosperous  planter  in  Virginia,  and 
owner  of  many  slaves.  His  will  was  as  follows:— 

“In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  Henry  Hines  of  the  County  Char¬ 
lotte,  and  Parish  of  Cornwall,  being  weak  in  body  but  of  perfect  mind 
and  memory,  thanks  be  given  unto  God,  calling  unto  mind  the  mortality 
of  my  body,  and  that  it  is  appointed  for  man  once  to  die,  do  make  and 
ordain  this,  my  last  will  and  testament,  that  is  to  say,  principally  and 
first  of  all,  I  give  and  recommend  my  soul  unto  the  hands  of  Almighty 
God  that  gave  it,  and  my  body  I  recommend  to  the  earth  to  be  buried 
in  a  Christian  manner  at  the  direction  of  my  executors,  believing  and 
nothing  doubting,  at  the  general  resurrection,  I  shall  receive  the  same 
by  the  power  of  Almighty  God  and  as  touching  such  things  as  it  hath 
pleased  God  to  bless  me  with  in  this  life  I  give  demise  and  dispose  of 
them  in  the  following  manner  and  form,  viz:  Item,  I  lend  to  my  beloved 
wife,  Elizabeth  Hines,  during  the  term  she  may  remain  my  widow, 
and  no  longer,  the  third  part  of  my  real  and  personal  estate,  out  of  the 
profits  of  which  it  is  my  desire  that  my  four  youngest  children,  namely, 
Simeon,  Barbara,  Nancy  and  Walton  Hines,  should  have  a  genteel 
education,  and  at  the  decease  or  intermarriage  of  my  wife,  the  same  is 
to  return  to  my  other  estate  and  to  be  equally  divided  between  my 
youngest  children,  namely,  Simeon,  Barbara,  Nancy  and  Walton  Hines. 
Item,  I  give  unto  my  son  John  Hines  and  to  his  heirs  forever  the  sum 
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of  fifty  pounds,  to  be  paid  out  of  my  general  estate  by  my  executors. 
Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  William  Hines  and  to  his  heirs 
forever  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds  to  be  paid  him  by  my  executors.  Item, 
I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Henry  Hines  and  his  heirs  forever 
the  sum  of  fifty  pounds  to  be  paid  him  by  my  executors.  I  give  and 
bequeath  unto  my  daughter  Tabitha  Parsons,  one  negro  woman, 
named  Tener,  also,  I  give  her  five  pounds  a  year  for  her  support  as 
long  as  she  lives,  to  be  paid  her  out  of  my  estate  by  my  executors.  I 
also  give  unto  my  three  grandsons,  namely,  John,  Thomas,  and  William 
Parsons,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  pounds  each,  to  be  paid  out  of  my  estate 
by  my  executors.  But,  if  either  of  the  three  boys  should  die  before 
they  have  lawful  heirs  of  their  bodies,  the  above  sum  of  twenty-five 
pounds  shall  return  and  be  divided  between  the  surviving  children. 
Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughter,  Polly  Adams,  wife  of 
William  B.  Adams,  the  sum  of  one  silver  dollar  to  her  and  her  heirs 
forever.  Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  James  and  to  his 
heirs  forever,  one  silver  dollar,  and  no  more.  Item,  I  give  and  be¬ 
queath  unto  my  son  Thomas  Hines  and  to  his  heirs  forever,  one  silver 
dollar,  and  no  more.  Item,  I  lend  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Hines 
one  horse  at  the  value  of  fifty  dollars,  also  a  good  saddle  and  bridle, 
also  a  feather  bed  and  furniture,  but  should  she  die  without  a  lawful 
heir  of  her  body  the  same  to  return  to  my  general  estate.  Item,  I 
lend  to  my  son  Kelly  Hines  and  to  his  heirs  forever  a  gelding  or  mare 
at  the  value  of  fifty  dollars,  also  a  good  saddle  and  bridle,  also  a  feather 
bed  and  furniture,  but  should  the  said  Kelly  Hines  die  without  a  lawful 
heir,  the  above  horse  and  saddle,  bed  and  furniture  is  to  return  to  my 
general  estate  and  be  divided  with  the  rest  of  my  estate,  and  be  it 
remembered,  that  if  any  of  the  above  legatees  should  die  without  a 
lawful  heir  to  their  estates,  it  shall  return  and  be  divided  equally  among 
the  surviving  legatees,  but  be  it  also  remembered,  that  it  is  my  desire 
that  all  my  just  debts  be  first  paid  before  any  of  the  above  legacies 
come  out  of  my  estate,  and  I  do  hereby  constitute,  make  and  appoint 
the  following  executors,  to  this,  my  last  will  and  testament,  viz:  John 
Chappel,  John  Franklin,  John  Hines  and  Henry  Hines,  Jr.,  and  I  do 
utterly  disallow,  revoke,  and  disannul  all  and  every  former  testaments, 
wills,  legacies,  bequests  and  executors  by  me  before,  in  any  wise  named 
wills  and  bequeathes  ratifying  and  confirming  this  and  no  other  to 
be  my  last  will  and  testament. 

In  witness  whereunto  I  have  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  fourteenth  day 
of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  God  1810. 

H  enry  Hines,  L.  S. 
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Signed,  sealed  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of  us,  George  Berkley, 
John  Mullings,  Susannah  xA.ustin,  Thomas  Adams. 

At  a  Court  held  for  Charlotte  County  the  5th  day  of  November,  1810, 
this  last  will  and  testament  of  Henry  Hines,  deceased,  was  presented  in 
Court  in  order  to  be  proved,  and  William  B.  Adams  appeared  and  op¬ 
posed  the  proof  oi  the  said  will,  whereupon  it  is  ordered  that  the  sheriff 
summon  John  Chappel,  John  Franklin,  John  Hines  and  Henry  Hines, 
Jr.,  the  executors  named  in  the  will,  to  appear  on  the  first  day  of  De¬ 
cember  Court  next,  to  prove  the  said  will,  and  also  that  the  sheriff 
summon  Simeon  Hines,  Barbery  Hines,  Nancy  Hines  and  Walton 
Hines,  infant  children  of  the  said  Henry  Hines  and  Elizabeth  Hines, 
who  is  appointed  Guardian  to  these  infant  children,  for  the  special 
purpose  of  defending  the  same,  to  appear  here  also  on  the  first  day  of 
December  Court  next  for  that  purpose. 

At  a  Court  held  for  the  said  County  the  3rd  day  of  December,  1810, 
this  will  was  again  offered  in  order  to  be  proved.  Thereupon  the  said 
W  illiam  B.  Adams  appeared  and  opposed  the  proof  of  the  said  will; 
whereupon  divers  witnesses  were  sworn  and  examined,  and  the  said 
William  B.  Adams  and  the  said  Elizabeth  Hines,  Guardian  for  the  said 
infant  children  were  by  their  counsel  fully  heard;  on  consideration 
whereof  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Court  that  the  said  Henry  Hines  was 
of  sound  and  disposing  mind  and  memory  at  the  date  of  the  said  will, 
and  John  Mullings,  Susannah  Austin,  and  Thomas  x'Adams,  three  of 
the  subscribing  witnesses,  made  oath  that  the  said  Henry  Hines 
acknowledged  the  same  as  his  last  will  and  testament,  in  their  presence, 
and  that  they  subscribed  their  names  thereto,  in  his  presence,  and  be¬ 
lieved  that  he  was  then  in  his  perfect  senses  and  memory.  Ordered, 
that  the  said  Henry  Hines  and  that  the  said  William  B.  xA.dam  pay  to 
the  said  Elizabeth  Hines,  Guardian  of  the  said  infants,  her  costs  in 
behalf  expended,  and  John  Chappel,  one  of  the  executors  named  in 
the  will,  renounces  in  open  court  the  burthen  of  the  execution  of  the 
said  will.

B-2.  JOHN  HINES 

The  eldest  son  of  Henry  Hines1,  Sr.,  and  Dorcas  Kelly  Hines.  Born  in 
Campbell  Co.,  Va.,  October  21,  1771.  First  married  Sarah  Davis, 
Charlotte  Co.,  Va.,  March  19,  1795.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Temple 
Davis,  Sr.,  of  Culpepper  Co.,  Va.  He  then  married  a  widow,  Nancy 
Davis  Herald,  sister  of  his  first  wife.  No  issue  by  this  marriage. 
John  Hines  came  to  Kentucky  with  his  family  in  1803  and  settled  on  the 
waters  of  Gaspar  River,  13  miles  West  of  Bowling  Green,  Ky.,  being 
the  first  of  the  Henry  Hines1,  Sr.,  family,  to  come  to  Kentucky.  He 
came  through  Cumberland  Gap,  over  the  old  Wilderness  Road.  His 
eldest  son,  Pleasant  Hines,  was  then  5  or  6  years  old.  John  Hines,  in¬ 
stead  of  locating  in  the  prairie  or  strawberry  section  of  Warren  County, 
kept  on  to  where  there  was  plenty  of  wood  and  water.  He  lived  a 
number  of  years  in  this  locality,  eventually  moving  to  what  is  now 
known  as  the  Ches  Wiley  Place,  on  the  East  bank  of  Gaspar  River,  where 
he  built  a  saw-and  grist-mill.  Afterwards  he  moved  several  miles 
up  and  established  a  saw-  and  grist-mill,  known  for  many  years  as 
“Hines  Mill.”  He  prospered  greatly,  was  unusually  successful,  and 
accumulated  a  large  fortune.  He  owned  over  100  slaves  and  3,000 
acres  of  land.  He  was  Sheriff  of  Warren  County  for  several  vears. 
He  was  a  large  tobacco  planter.  He  wrote  an  excellent  hand,  and  the 
deeds,  contracts,  etc.,  that  have  been  preserved,  show  that  he  was  a  man 
much  above  the  average  in  business  attainments.  The  first  4  of  his 
children  were  born  in  Virginia  and  the  remaining  6  in  Kentucky.  John 
Hines  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  as  were  all  of  his  brothers 
and  sisters.  He  served  as  a  Major  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  was  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  61st  Regiment,  20th  Brigade,  to  the  25th  Regt.,  Janu¬ 
ary  16,  1815.  (Kentucky  State  Archives.)

Hines,  of  Lincoln 
County,  State  of  Kentucky,  hath  this  day  bargained  and  sold  unto  John 
Hines,  of  Warren  County,  State  of  Kentucky,  all  my  right  and  title  to  the 
Dower  Negroes,  which  was  assigned  to  my  mother,  Elizabeth  Hines, 
from  the  estate  of  Henry  Hines,  deceased,  of  Charlotte  County,  State 
of  Virginia,  as  said  Henry  Hines  lawful  widow,  with  all  the  profits  that 
may  arise  from  the  services  of  said  negroes  from  the  decease  of  my 
mother  (late  Elizabeth  Jackson)  up  to  this  date  and  forever  hereafter. 
For  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  to  me  in 
hand  paid,  the  receipt  of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged. 
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Th  e  names  of  the  above-mentioned  negroes  are  as  follows,  viz:  Ben, 
who  was  sold  by  my  step-father,  Lewis  Jackson,  to  Isham  Harvey,  of 
Charlotte  County  and  State  of  Virginia.  The  others,  Doll,  Isaac, 
Ciller,  Anderson,  Patrick,  Mary,  Ben  and  Granville,  all  of  which  except 
the  two  last  mentioned  ones  which  are  young  ones,  were  sold  by  said 
Jackson  to  James  Hines,  who  now  resides  in  Warren  County,  Ky.
